SAYS FUNDAMENTAL 
LAW IS INVOLVED 


Overman Previously Had 
Declared Nominee a Man 
of Courage — Rejection 
Likely.

WASHINGTON, April 28.— The 
Senate battled over the confirma- 
tion of John J. Parker as Justice 


of the Supreme Court opened this 
afternoon under conditions justify- 
ing all the expectations of a dra- 
matic and colorful spectacle. Eulo- 
gized on one side as “a man of 
supreme ability,” and denounced 
on the other as “a supporter of 
economic doctrines that belong to 
the middle ages,” Parker ‘seemed 
likely to be rejected. 

After Senator Overman, North 
Carolina Democrat, had paid a 
brief and rather perfunctory trib- 
ute to the nominne, Senator Borah 
launched the debate with a savage 
castigation of Parker’s record of 
upholding injunctions issued under 
the. notorious “‘Yellow Dog” con- 
tract in the celebrated Red Jacket 
Coal case. 

Notwithstanding that the Su- 
preme Court, by a divided vote, 
had upheld the validity of such 
contracts in previous cases, Berah 
declared it was “inconceivable” to 
him that the contract should bé€ 
considered legal, and he pointed 
out that similar contracts had been 
repudiated by the State Supreme 
Courts of New York and Kansas. 

“Surrender of Rights.” 

He described the contract as 
“an agreement by which working 
men are required to surrender 
rights that are guaranteed to all 
citizens,”’ including those of asso. 
ciating freely and lawfullyy with 
other men, and discussing with 
them ways and means of improv- 
ing their condition in life. 

“IT repeat that we are living in 
the twentieth century,” shouted 
the Idahoan. “This is no mere 
questio nbetween employers and 
organized labor. It is a question 
that involves the fundamental! 
rights of every man, woman and 
child living under our flag.” ~ 

Borah read passages from a 
number of typical ““‘yellow dog’ 
contracts, which employes had 
been required to sign when apply- 
ing ‘for jobs. Under these docu- 
ments the employes bound them. 
selves not to.join labor unions, or 
talk to members of labor unions, 
or discuss their wages and working 
conditions with fellow employes, or 
do anything whatever with a view 
to changing their wages or working 
conditions. 


“This is the price which was 
exacted of starving men in return 
for employment,” Borah continued. 
“T say that the conditions under 
which the ocntracts were signed 
rendered them illegal. Yet these 
-employers not only compelled em- 
ployes to sign these so-called con- 
tracts, but they are able to find 
Judges who would issue injunctions 
enforcing them. 

“If such documents were dug up 
from the archives of the middle 
ages, they would seem more —in 
keeping with the spirit of the time 
in which they were drafted. They 
—- no place in this age, and a 

udge who lends the power of his 
‘court to their enforcement has no 
place on the Supreme Court of the 
United States."

Columbia Dentist Assumes 
Full Blame and’ Describes 
the Slayer -as ‘‘Irrespon- 
sible Tool.” — |

-——Dr. Andrew J. Bass, retired dent- 
ist of Columbia, Mo., who is held in 
jail here charged with the murder 
of William R. Pearman, automobile 
mechanic of Columbia, in a $200,- 
000 life insurance fraud, sprung a 
surprise on his attorneys today. by 
repudiating a former confession 


that he murdered Pearman and 
naming another man as the actual 
murderer. 

The man named by Dr. Bass as 
the slayer is Casper Tillman, a 
moonshiner of Freeburg, Mo., who 
is in jail at Linn and who has ad- 
mitted firing shots in Pearman’s 
head after the latter was dead, and 
to helping Dr. Bass dispose of the 
body in a ravine near Gravette, 
Ark., 18 miles west of Bentonville. 

Today's statement by Dr. Bass 
places the scene of the killing in 
Osage County, Mo., about three 
miles northeast of Freeburg and 
not in Boone County. near Roche- 
port, where the doctor in his pre- 
vious confession said he shot Pear- 
man. | ; ° 
Tillman had been free on $1000 
bond since Thursday under a 
charge of being an accessory aft- 
er the fact in the murder. He 
was re-arrested at his home near 
Freeburg, Osage County, today by 
Sheriff Schnitzler, under an infor- 
mation charging him with first- 
degree murder, as the result of 
Dr. Bass’ new statement. Tillman 
has three attorneys, who were at 
the Courthouse at Linn when he 
arrived. He would make no state- 
‘ment, except to say that he did 
not kill Pearman. He is held now 
without bond. 


Tried to Shield Tillman. 


“My first account of the murder 
of Bill Pearman, my fricnd, was an 
invention designed to have my case 
tried in my home county, so as to 
be near my loved ones, and to 
shield Casper Tillman, who was an 
irresponsible tool in. my hands,” 
said Dr. Bass. “I want it under- 
stood that I accept full responsibil. 
ity for this crime and that I am 
more culpable than Tillman, even 
though I did not fire the fatal shot. 
If Tillman tells the truth, he will 
corroborate my statement of the 
circumstances surrounding the 
commission of this crime.” 

In his revised confession, which 
is accepted as true in the main 
by his attorneys, Dr. Bass said he 
arranged with Tillman last January 
to kill a. man in an insurance fraud 
on or about April 1,, promising Till- 
man $1250. 

Tillman was not acquainted with 
Pearman, who had taken out the 
insurance under the fictitious name 
of William Folta in the scheme with 
Dr. Bass to defraud the insurance 
company, and when the dentist 
brought Pearman to Tillman’s cab- 
in the night of Marcly 26, he intro- 
duced Pearman as Folta, explain- 
ing to Tillman that Pearman or 
Folta was the man with the insur- 
ance on his life. 

Shot as He Stood by Car. 

The three conferred in Dr. Bass’ 
automobile just eutside of town, 
and it was there that Tillman, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bass, killed Pear- 
man while the latter was stand- 
ing beside the car where he had 
got out for a moment at his o

Only the “Talkers” Removed. 


When ordered out to eat the 
noon day meal, after having been 
refused breakfast, the convicts re- 
fused to go to the mess halls. 

Father O’Brien said that prison 
officials had removed only the 
““‘talkers’’ from the Idle House, and 
that the real leaders of the revolt 
were still at work inciting the con- 
victs. 

When the mutineers -sent out 
word that they wanted their lunch 
brought to the Idle House, the 
warden said “they will stay right 
in there and they will starve until 
they are ready to come out and 
obey orders.’’ ° 

A convict named Britton in- 
formed prison officials this after- 
noon that the prisoners in the Idle 
House had enough food to last 
them 60 days, and that they had 
weapons and would resist “until 
hell freezes over.” 

Later Go to Dinner. 


Chief Deputy Warden Woodard 
coaxed the men to go to the mess 
halis for dinner. When the last of 
the mutineers left the cell blocks 
guards rushed in to look for any 
holes the Men might have made in 
an attempt to escape and to find 
any weapons hidden within. 


In a night of disorder in the Idle 
tlouse, prisoners ripped down cell 
doors because they feared to be 
locked in as were the men wao 
met death by fire and smoke. 

For a time last night it appear- 
ed that a break was imminent and 
National Guardsmen stationed out- 
side the walls trained machine 
guns On the cell blocks {In which 
the convicts were milling about 
and shouting. Quiet was restored, 
however, after 1000 gallons of cof- 
fee had been distributed. 

The uproar followed announce- 
ment that 40 new guards would 
be placed on duty today. 

Night Capt. H. EB. Laukhagt 
si.lid the disturbance was not the 
result of an escape plot, but that 
the convicts objected to ‘being 
locked in their cells, During the 
disturbance, windows were broke 
en and doors torn from their 
hinges, Machine guns were placed 
on the lawn in front of the peni- 
tentiary from where the -milling 
convicts could be seen through the 
cell block windows.

Tae Latest Confession. 

Dr. Bass’ new version of the

“Bill Pearman told his family 
about March 21 he was going to 
Arkansas on a land deal, but in- 
stead went to Kansas City to search 
for Ray Magee, who had been a 
share cropper on my Arkansas 
land. I had selected Magee ag the 
man to be killed. Pearman and I 
were to burn his»-body in a used 
car Pearman had purchased under 
the name of William Folta and for 
which I paid $200. 

“Tt had brought Magee to Colum- 
bia from Arkansas and had sup- 
ported him in Columbia several 
weeks. This was the man I regis- 
tered in a hotel at Gravette Jan. 
12 as Evans. The motor of the 
automobile, a Chevrolet coupe, had 
been overhauled and was stiff and 
I was having Magee drive it to 
loosen it up. He did not know at 
first he was to be a victim, but 
later became suspicious when he 
learned from Pearman we were 
looking for a body to burn as that 
of Yolta. Te reassure him I let him 
have a-pisto! to protect himself.

Rice got in trouble and I 
joined his father with money to 
get him out of it.

sary, however, if I am to perform | 
the high duty which falls upon the 
executive of enforcement of the 
Federal laws. 

“While a considerable part of 
this condition arises from the laws‘ 
relating to intoxicating liquors, yet 
the laws relating to narcotics, au- 
tomobile- thefts, et cetera, which 
have been enacted by the Congress 
during recent years, also contribute 
to create the present conditions. 
This is well indicated by the fact 
that less than one-third of Federal 
prisoners are due to prohibition. 

“Our obedience to law, our law 
enforcement and judicial organiza- 
tion, or judicial procedure, our care 
and methods of handling prisoners, 
in relation to not only Federal Gov- 
ernment but also to the state and 
municipal governments are far 
from the standards that must be 
secured. These propogals, while 
they do not comprehend the whole 
which remains to be done in the 
nation, are a step toward lifting 
the Federal stafidards which must 
have a general beneficial influ- 
ence.

WASHINGTON, April 28. -— Re- 
ports of contributions to the Anti- 
Saloon League from 1917 to 1926, 
the New York World has learned,’ 
show that organization in the hey- 
day of tts power was supported 
largely by @ few wealthy men in a 
few States, while the financial aid 
it received from more than 20 dry 
States was comparatively insignifi- 
cant, 

These reports have been obtained: 
by the Senate Lobby Investigating 
Committee preparatory to its in- 
quiry into the prohibition lobby, 
which is expected to start this 
week, 

Names like those of the Rocke- 
fellers, both the elder and younger; 
S. 8S. Kresge, the 10-cent store 
magnate; the Ball brothers, 
wealthy manufacturers of Muncie, 
Ind., and the late Elwood Haynes, 
automobile manufacturer, figure 
prominently as heavy contributors, 
while 21 dry States fafl to show a 
single contribution of as much as 
$500 in any one year during that 
period. 

These dry states are: Texas (re- 
puted dry stronghold of Senator 
Sheppard, author of the eighteenth 
amendment), New Mexico, Arizona, 
Montana (which has since gone 
wet), Florida, North Carolina, Wy- 
oming, Arkansas (represented by 
the ultra-dry chairman, Caraway, 
of the lobby committee), Idaho, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, 
Washington (represented in the 
Senate by Senator Jones, author 
of the “five and ten” law, lowa, 
Maine, Mississippi, Nebraska and’ 
North Dakota. 

Kansas, made famous by the late 
Carrie Nation and long regarded as 
the strongest prohibition state, 
showed only one contribution of 
more than $500, listed as a pledge 
of $1000 by Mr, and Mrs. GQ E, 
Moore of White Water. 

Delaware, Rhode Island, Louis- 
lana and the District of Columbia 
likewise fail to show any contri- 
bution of $500 or more in any one 
year. 

The Rockefellers are credited 
with gifts totaling $29,000 from 
1923 to 1926 in the reports avail- 
able. However, this figure does not 
include the reports of the New York 
Anti-Saloon League. According to 
evidence placed before the Reed 
investigating committee four years 
ago, the Rockefellers’ contributions 
to the New York branch totaled 
$177,166.68 from 1917 to 1925. 

The name of Funk & Wagnalls, 
publishers of the Literary Digest, 
which has been attacked bythe 
drys for its conduct of the current 
prohibition straw vote, appears in 
what is apparently a list of dry 
contributors, without notation of 
the amount or date. 

Indiana did better than most of 
the other dry states, four con- 
tributors giving $30,920 over the 
nine-year period. These men and 
the. amounts they gave are: El- 
wood Haynes, $12,050; Ball Broth- 
ers, $9000: A. H. Beardsley of 
Elkhart, $8600, and S&S. F. Bowser 
of Fort Wayne, $6270. 

California, Ohio and Illinois 
were fertile fields for the Anti- 
Saloon League collectors during 
the period mentioned. California 
reported 29 contributions of $500 
or more; Ohio 66, and-Illinois 96, 
many of them however from the 


same contributors in different 
years. 
The largest single contribution 


listed as

from Illinois is $3060, 
coming from O. C. Doering 
Chicago, in 1919. 
$20,000 fronr the two Rockefel- 
lers in 1925 heads the Ohio list.

vestigation into the deaths of the 
two women. ; 

Morespy White, attorney for 
Miss Ritchie, who was the divorced 
wife of Guy Bates Pest, actor, 
said the letter, addressed to him, 
indicated his client contemplated 
taking her own life and that she 
was to be joined by Mrs. Palmer. 
Complete contents of the letter 
were not disclosed by White. 

The telegram has not been trans- 
lated. Sheriff Sam Jernigan said 
the telegram blank also contained 
two telephone numbers, one in Los 
Angeles and the other in San 
Diego, written by Miss Ritchie. He 
said the subscribers to these num- 
bers would be questioned. 

Friends admitted the possibility 
that a suicide agreement had been 
discussed by the two women, but 
discounted the theory that Thurs- 
day’s tragedy resulted from such a 
pact. They pointed out that Mrs. 
Palmer was shot first in the back, 
indicating she was attempting to 
escape death. The verdict rend- 
ered by a Coroner’s jury was that 
Miss Ritchie shot Mrs. Palmer in a 
jealous rage and later turned the 
weapon on herself. 

White said he had hundreds of 
letters and notes that had passed 
between the-twoe women. The com- 
munications ‘all were of a personal 
nature, he said, and showed a 
strong bond of affection between 
the two. 

One letter written by Mrs. Pal- 


}mer to Miss Ritchie said: “I'm sorry

April 
28.—Eight persons were killed 
here yesterday. afternoon when a 
sight-seeing plane crashed into a 
group of spectators ata flying ex- 
hibition who had gathered on a 
railway embankment. “More than 
a dozen persons were injured, four 
seriously. 

The pilot, Milten P. Covert, 23 
years old, Columbia, Tenn., who 
with two companions, escaped un- 
injured, was held in jail-:in another 
county today on a technical charge 
of murder pending a hearing. Cov- 
ert was exonerated of blamie by the 
manager of the exhibition and 
Sheriff M. W. Rhea, but the officer 
said he removed the pilot to a 
neighboring jail as a precaution 
against possible violence. 


The dead are: Boone Beard, 14; 
Kelly Towery, 23; Lawrence Smith, 
28; Monroe Marbury, 37; Marvin 
Ashby, 30; Hurley Spray, 26: Jas- 
per Hirlston, 40; Rufus Wade Bon- 
ner, 9, Negro. 

Spectators in the crowd of sev- 
eral thousand which had surrourd- 
ed the landing field said the plane 
was heading for a landing at an 
elevation of only 10 feet when it 
dropped suddenly on the group 
gathered on' the embankment. Al 
Gombert, manager of the flying or- 
ganizatien which sponsored the ex- 
hibition with the American Legion 
Post, thought the plane struck a 
downward current. 

“It was over so quickly I couldn't 
tell what happened,” Pilot Covert 
said. 

He requested a physical exami- 
nation after the accident and said- 
doctors found him to be in condi- 
tion to operate a plane. 

Covert had taken up the plane 
alone three times, he said, to be- 
come accustomed to a brisk wind 
from the south. He then took up 
two passengers and it was on his 
return from this flight fhat the 
crash occurred. He had planned 
to follow the passenger trips with 
a series of stunts. ' 

Four of the victims were de- 
capitated by the propeller of the 
Plane and the others were crushed 
by its weight. 

Gombert said the spectators had 
been warned several times not to 
stand near the embankment.

FOUND GUILTY OF 
SHOOTING SEXTON 


The Rev. James A. Wilson 
Faces One to 14 Years in 
Prison — Says He Will 
File Appeal.

oY OTTAWA. lil. April 28.— The 
Rev. James A. ‘Wilson, pastor of 
the First Methedist Church of Men- 
dota, LIL, was convicted yesterday 
of shooting his sexton, Amos Elli- 
ott, with intent to kill. The convic- 
tion was reached on the twenty- 
ninth ballot, after the jury had de- 
liberated 20 hours. | The penalty 
is a prison term of one to 14 years. 

The Sexton had obtained a letter 
the 59-year-old minister had writ- 
ten to Mre. Emma Wagner, 4a 
widow in his congregation, asking 
forgiveness for an offense, : 

The pastor went to the Bliiott 
home last Jan. 29, demanding that 
the sexton return the Ietter. An 
argument ensued and the minister 
fired two shots, one striking Elliott 
near the heart, the other Mrs. Elli- 
ott’s side. The shooting* of Mrs. 
Elliott was not included in the 
charges, 

The pastor, called from the 
county jail.to hear the’ verdict, 
showed no outward emotion. To 
requests for a statement, he said 
falteringly. “I’m too heartbroken 
to talk.” 

| Wife Not Present. 

His lawyers, wife and two 
daughters were absent. Neither 
was there present any member of 
the church congregation which 
stood by him loyally throughout 
the trouble. 

The minister said he would ap- 
peal. “It wouldn’t be right to 
give up the fight now,” he said. 

The clergyman'’s defense was 
that “everything went black” when 
Elliott seized the letter which the 
widow, Mrs. Emma Wagner, had 
turned over to Elliott. The pas- 
tor went to get it, picked it up 
from a table in the Elliott home 
and was about to depart when 
the sexton seized it. Wilson fired 
two shots. 

Tried to Kill Self. 

When Mendota police arrived at 
the minister’s home, he fired five 
shots at himself, but inflicted only 
a slight scalp wound. After his 
arrest, his. church congregation 
met and voted to continue his sal- 
ary while he was in jail. By com- 
mon consent, his name has never 
since been mentioned in the church 
cither in sermon or pwayer. 

The pastor said- yesterday that 
he became. jitimately acquainted 
with both Mrs. Wagner and her 


husband when he baptized them 
during Wagner’s illness. 
“Mr. Wagner died about scven 


months later,’’ he said, “and in my 
position as her pastor I continued 
to call on Mrs. Wagner. One day 
l criticised her for keeping a room- 
er whose actions I thought did not 
took well. She went into a rage, 
said she never wanted to hear me 
preach again and 
door in my face. I felt very bad 
about it. Then I wrote that letter 
to ask her forgiveness for offend- 
ing her. 

“The next day I telephoned and 
asked whether she had received 
the letter. She had and she said 
she would forgive me. I went to 
her house. We knelt by a sofa and 
prayed a whole afternoon. So fer- 
vently did I pray that she shouted 
‘Amen’ frequently. That was un- 
usual, for she was not of that tem- 
perament.

PARIS,- April 28.—When the in- 
tegral history of the American in- 
tervention in the World War is 
finally written it will necessarily 
be divided into two phases, the 
first a phase of preparation. and 
the second the phase of participa- 
tion. They are both beautiful 
phases, miraculous in accomplish- 
ments and the present and future 
generations of American citizens 
can always evoke them proudly. 
To this grandiose work of prepara- 
tion France, more than any other 
allied natien, necessarily lent its 
aid, for it was at French ports 
that the American contingent had 
to land, it was on French acres the 
Americans had to be installed and 
fight, it was in French army camps 
that the Americans were instruct- 
ed, it was on French railroads that 
they moved toward the front, it 
was largely French equipment that 
was used in furnishing the new 
army. 

During the long months during 
which I collaborated with Gen. 
Pershing I was able to judge the 
enormous difficulties and so I 
want to take this opportunity to 
sketch several essential features 
which I believe can explain away 
certain incidents brought back to 
life by the recent literary polemics.

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;ILL CATCHING MINNOWS. 
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Williamson County’s Bitter Harvest 


Closing of seven Williamson County banks in 10 days, attributed to “frozen loans, 
goes back to mine situation; increasing consumption of coal over several 
years made industry think it had an essential product; labor troubles resulted 
in growth of oil and gas competitors; unemployment and want have followed. 


EVEN banks in Williamson County. I!l- 
§ oie have closed their doors within 10 

days. The immediate cause is said to 
be frozen assets, the assets in question be- 
ing loans made against rea! estate in the 
mining towns. Even at heavily depreciat- 
| ed prices it is said there are no buyers 
! for town properties. 
: Property speaking, this depreciation is 

not a cause but an effect. Tracing back- 
ward. the real difficulty can be found in 
the decline of coal mining in Witlhameon 
_ County and elsewhere im the coal fields of 
| Iinois. The Williamson County mines 
| have lost some of their markets and with 
that loss has come less employment for the 
miners, and therefore lessened expenditures 
in the mining towns. Business is poor and 
therefore real estate valves have shrunk. 
Unemployment has driver miners out of 
the towns and the supply of houses there- 
fore exceeds the demand. Under the cir- 
cumstances real estate prices could not 
be maintained. 

Even the loss of the markets for coal! 

is mot a cause but rather an effect. The 
| markets were lost to no smali degree be- 
cause of the attitude of the coal industry 
as a whole and of the miners in particular. 
The consumption of’ Illinois coal had in- 
creased steadily over many years. No one 
in the industry dreamed that the peak of 
consumption had been or could be reached 
| Within a few years. The industry thought 


methods had been developed of burning 
coal with far greater efficiency than had 
hitherto been deemed possibic. Small. re «- 
tively inefficient steam plants in the fac- 
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it had a monopoly of an essential raw ma- 


Meanwhile, in the advance of technology,

tories were replaced in growing numbers 
by power from relatively efficient central 
stations. Substitute fuels made further t- 
roads into the coal monopoly. Oj! and gas 
for house heating might still be unimpor- 
tant competitors if the supply of coal had 
not been constantly interrupted by tabor 
troubles. 

Illinois miners faced the competition of 
rival coal as well as rival fuels.

1922, in the uudst of one of the frequent 
miners’ strikes. Three years ago there was 
another strike. leas bloody but eren more 
disastrous to the industry, lasting as it did 
for some 15 months. 

A few figures teli the story of the de- 
cline in Ilinois mining eloquentiy. In 19/1, 
96.000-miners were employed for an aver- 
age of 152 days each. In 1928. only 64.- 
600 were employed for an average of 156 
days each. It is estimated that 36.000 men 
in the industry are chienically unemployed 
and it may be assumed that the industrial 
depression of recent months has added te 
the toll.

Precool- 
ing the fruit before filling the 
barrels aids greatly in quickly re- 
ducing the tenrperature in the con- 
tainers.
